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The Operator Was Right 


ID you ever place a telephone call, only to be 
pleasantly informed by “central” that the line was 
busy and then a minute or two later called again 

and waited and waited only to be told that “they do not 
answer”? And did you ever make some caustic remarks 
about the telephone service as a result of that experience? 

Explanation was given at a demonstration of the inner 
workings of the telephone service before employes at the 
General Offices in San Francisco in August, through the 
courtesy of the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

It seems that if some one else is calling a party at the 
same time you placed a call to the same person, the “busy” 
signal is automatically given, though it may not happen, 
aS you suppose, that the person you are calling is actually 
talking over the 'phone. Or the person you were calling 
may have been talking to some one else on the *phone and 
then left home so that there was no one to answer when 
you placed your second call. 

These and other points were explained to the interest of 
those who attended the demonstration and the gratifi- 
cation of all Southern Pacific telephone operators. And 
you must remember that Southern Pacific has quite a 
telephone system of its own. Here are some gleanings 
from the demonstration: js 

Don’t depend on memory for ’phone numbers. Look 
them up in the ‘phone book before calling. It saves time 
all around. 

Speak directly into the transmitter, with your lips 
about half an inch from the mouthpiece. Any other dis- 
tance makes a great deal of difference in clearness. 

A pleasant voice and pleasant manners are as neces- 
sary to a telephone conversation as to any other conver- 
sation. And one person with poor telephone manners can 
ruin the reputation of an entire office. 


How About That Tip? 


NE of the interesting things about the railroad 
O business, as we have noted before in these columns, 
is the importance of small things. 

may be unimportant in itself, but when it is repeated at a 


thousand stations the grand total is not small and it is _ 


important. 

The same applies to getting business. Weare all po- 
tential business getters, although our official duties divide 
us, roughly, into two classes, the traffic men, or‘salesmen 
on the firing line, getting the business, and the rest of us 
who furnish:the service after it is sold and try to do‘such

But those of us who are not directly engaged in ‘selling 
transportation can help a lot by doing. some. volunteer 
“free lance” work, through sending in tips on prospective 


business and in talking up Southern Pacific service’ to“ 


those with whom we come in contact. 
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Suppose each one of the 55,000 or more of us who make 
up the personnel of Pacific Lines should, in one month, 
bring in $10 worth of new business. There’s nothing 
small about the $550,000 worth of new business that 
would result. And it would help a lot in offsetting some 
of these rate reductions, of which the recent reduction in 
the rate on deciduous fruit from California is an owtstand- 
ing example. And it would keep a lot of people busy 
handling that new traffic. 

More traffic means more employment and more oppor- 
tunities to get ahead. Let’s all help to help ourselves.

NE day late in “1872 “Master 

Mechanic W. H. Milliken called 

Patrick Sheedy into his office 
at Sacramento. . “Pat,” -he said, “I’ve 
just got word that we’re to knock down 
one of our. new locomotives and ship 
it by boat to.a place called Wiiming- 
ton,- down near Los Angeles. You 
had better. get the boys busy right 
away.” 

Sheedy, who was later to become 
superintendent of motive power at 
Los Angeles and who is now retired 
on pension after 56 years 5 months’ 
service, was then a gang foreman of 
machinists. In a few. days.he had 
one of the Central Pacific’s new 
seventeen-inch cylinder 4-4-0 type 
locomotives dismantled and ready for 
shipment. The engine was No. 6 of 
the first ten locomotives ever built at 
Sacramento shops and, with a -trac- 
tive power of 18,650 pounds, was con- 
sidered large and powerful for that 
day. Machinist W. H. Thomas, who 
had been a chief engineer under Ad- 
miral Farragut during the Civil War, 
was chosen by Sheedy to accompany 
the locomotive to Wilmington and 
direct its assembling. i 

There was at Wilmington then a 
three-stall roundhouse to accommo- 
date the power used on the Los An- 
geles and San Pedro Railroad, a 22- 
mile line first opened for traffic in 
October, 1869. Shop equipment in- 
eluded two small lathes, one planer, 
one drill press and one bolt cutter as 
the principal items. Four machinists, 
three blacksmiths, one_boilermaker, 
and an apprentice boy, William Stoer- 
mer, now locomotive engineer on Los 
Angeles Division, composed the shop 
force working under Master Mechanic 
William Holmes.

of the Los Angeles General Shops, 
which today employ nearly 2000 men 
with an average monthly ‘payroll of 
about $200,000. The shops are now 
located on a 150-acre tract and con- 
sist of twelve ‘main buildings, includ- 
ing a 24-stall erecting and machine 
shop with a floor space of 99,710 sq. 
ft, a 48-stall roundhouse, a boiler 
and blacksmith shop 410x123 feet, 
coach repair and coach paint shops 
each 168x172 feet, making up a plant 
capable of handling all classes of lo- 
comotive, car and equipment repairs, 
and certain classes of locomotive and 
ear construction work. During the 
war period the shops did their bit in 
meeting the emergency in the con- 
struction of several light locomotives 
and .1325 freight cars. LEvery.. year 
fifty or more cabooses are tured out 
of the shops, which-:constitutes the 
principal construction program at the 
present time, aside from the manu- 
packute of all tinware used on Pacific 
ines. 


Gas For Fuel 


Installation of natural gas for all 
heating purposes has just been com- 
pleted” practically throughout. the 
shops, introducing an operating’ prac- 
tice that is carried en more exten- 
sively than at any other railroad shop 
in the country. It cost approximately 
$4,570 to install natural gas, the use 
of which will effect a saving of about 
$23,000 annually over the former use 
of fuel. 

Los Angeles shops have kept pace 
with the growth of other Southern 
Pacific facilities, and where less than 
forty years ago ten locomotive re- 
pairs of various classes per month 
was the average turned out of the 
shops, more than 800 repairs are han-

When, that day in 1872, “Dad” 
Thomas landed from the sailing ship 
at Wilmington after his voyage from 
San Francisco and started the work 
of assembling the first large locomo- 
tive used in Southern California, he 
found the shop facilities very meager 
compared to what he had left at 
Sacramento. But he did find an en- 
ergetic and efficient crew of mechanics 
who soon had “The Wilmington” 
making regular trips over the line to 
Los Angeles. 

This locomotive. was the fourth 
added to the equipment of the Los 
Angeles and San Pedro. Railroad, It 
was later used at the “front” during 
construction of the first railroad line 
east to El Paso, and, in 1891, was 
listed among, Southern Pacific loce- 
motives as S. P. Cal. No. 1803. Other 
locomotives. of Los Angeles and San 
Pedro were: No. 1, the “San Ga- 
briel,” a duplicate of the historic “C. 
P, Huntington,” with one pair of 
drivers (While an apprentice boy, 
“Bill” Stoermer broke up this loco- 
motive in 1876); No. 2, the “Los 
Angeles,” an _eight-wheel, 16x24-inch 
cylinder, McQueen; No. 3, the “San 
Pedro,” also a small McQueen; and 
No. 5, the “Colorade.” Ten passen- 
ger cars and a small number of 
freight cars completed the transpor- 
tation equipnient of that railroad. 
The timetable contained the schedules 
of two regular trains, without speed 
restrictions. We are told that the 


speed was sufficient to exceed that of 
Banning and Tompkinson’s stage, if 
the stage had no change of horses. 
After this line was taken over by 
the builders of the Central Pacific and 
Southern Pacific, it played an impor-

tant part in the railroad construction 
program in Southern California. Prac- 
tically all of the material used_in 
building the line south of San Fer- 
nando tunnel, and for much of _ the 
construction work cast to El Paso, 
was shipped to Wilmington by boat 
and then hauled over the Los Angeles 
and San Pedre. Following the com- 
pletion of the San Fernando tunnel 
and the joining of the line at Lang on 
September 5, 1876, giving Los An- 
geles and San Francisco their first 
railroad connection, additional motive 
power was available for the southern 
district, 

The acquisition of this power neces- 
sitated larger and better shop and 
roundhouse facilities. Wilmington was 
now off the main line and there was 
need for mechanical facilities at Los 
Angeles. Consequently new shops

were built at River Station and occu- 
pied during the spring of 1877. Jim 
Vilser came down from Sacramento 
as master mechanic. The machine 
and erecting shop, the boiler and 
blacksmith shops, were located in 
a shed-like structure about 3850 feet 
long and 60 feet wide. The erecting 
section had six pits. There was an 
18-stall roundhouse.. Car shop and 
transfer table were in back of the 
erecting shop. Machinery for loco- 
motive repair work was very limited 
and general locomotive repairs on a 
la¥ge scale were out of the question. 
This class of work was then ‘sent to 
Sacramento. As late as 1902, after 
some additions had been made to the 
original equipment, there were only 
three lathes, one planer, one shaper, 
one horizontal boring machine, two 
drill presses and one car wheel press. 


The blacksmith shop had seven fires 
and two small machines, There was 
a coach repair and coach paint shop 
with a capacity of eight or ten cars. 
A small circular saw, a band saw 
rigged over a bent rail, constituted 
the labor-saving devices of the car 
shops. About 850 men were on the 
payroll, 

In 1879 .three locomotives . were 
badly damaged in a wreck:on Los An- 
geles Division, It was necessary to 
add to the mechanical force in order 
to make the repairs. Patrick Sheedy 
came down from Sacramento with 
fourteen machinists. -It took seven 
weeks to get the locomotives in run- 
ning order and, in the meantime, the 
visiting ‘mechanics from Sacramento 
were eager to. get away from the 
sleepy, little Spanish town. Los An- 
geles then claimed a “population of 
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10,000, about seventy-five per cent 
being Mexican, while Sacramento 
was about three times as large. 

Tom Sthrom had left his machinist 
job at Sacramento some time before 
and moved to Los Angeles. He had 
become an enthusiastic booster—one 
of the vanguard of promoters for 
which Southern: California has become 
famous—-and appointed himself of- 
ficial host for the Sacramento boys. 
A pienic was planned and one Sunday 
all hands piled into two “democrat” 
wagons and drove out to a pleasant 
spot on the present site of Hotel Ray- 
mond, Pasadena was not then named. 
here were only a few houses in that 
section, which was known as Indiana 
Colony. A pleasant day was had by 
all, much to the delight of Mr. 
Sthrom, who later served as chief of 
the Los Angeles Fire Department and 
is still a resident of that city. 

Shops Moved 

In 1894 Sheedy returned to Los An- 
geles, succeeding George Gregg as 
master mechanic. It was not long 
before it became evident that in- 
creased facilities for motive power 
and car repair work were necessary. 
There was not room for expansion at 
River Station. Besides, the spaee oc- 
cupied by the shops was badly needed 
for freight yards. As a result, the 
present site south of Alhambra 
Avenue and Lamar Street was ob- 
tained and late in 1902 the shops 
were moved from River Station. 

The move was made even before 
the new facilities were completely in- 
stalled. Temporary means were made 
for supplying water, steam and oil. 
Locomotives were used for temporary _ 
stationary boilers.. Overhead counter 
shafting was not completed and for 
a short time was operated from the 
floor. 

The new shops included a machine 
and erecting shop, boiler and black- 
smith shop, coach repair shop, coach 
paint shop, roundhouse, power house 
and office building, which also housed 
the stores. Since then the following 
buildings have been added: Addition 
to erecting and machine shop; steel 
frame car repair shop; pipe and cop- 
per shop; two-story building for the 
drafting room, air brake instruction 
room, tool room and general fore- 
man’s office; mill building and up- 
holstering shop; hospital fully 
equipped for emergency work; re- 
clamation plant; and just recently a 
Zeolite plant. The car paint shop 
was entirely rebuilt following a fire 
about seven years ago. 

Transportation demands continued 
to grow and, as locomotives developed 
in size and power, facilities of the 
erecting and machine shops were 
severely taxed to keep up locomotive 
repairs. This situation brought about 
doubling the capacity of the erecting 
shop, which was ready for operation 
late in 1924, 

The new 24-stall erecting shop is a 
steel structure addition to the old 
shop building, 500 feet long, 85 feet 
wide and 75 feet high. It is equipped 
with very superior crane service. A 
200-ton crane can lift the largest 
three-cylinder type locomotives and 
pass them: over two lighter service 
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cranes of 15 and 20-ton capacity, 
thus permitting full use of the erect- 
ing space. The runway for the 200- 
ton crane is 40 feet above the floor. 
Every modern appliance has been 
installed. A system of overhead 
pipes, with various outlets, supplies, 
in a handy manner, the operating crews 
in the erecting shop with steam, high 
and low pressure, for washing boilers 
and tubes; compressed air for the use 


of tools; acetylene and oxygen gas’ 


for welding and cutting; and electric 
power for operation of cranes and 
tools, and for lighting. 

In the adjoining old erecting shop 
are located various industries that 
were formerly scattered over the shop 
grounds. Super-heater units, which 
require considerable space, are cared 
for in a special section of the old 
shop, the same as for repairs to en- 
gine trucks and engine trailer trucks, 
locomotive connecting rods, air 
pumps, feed water heaters, and for 
maintenance of way equipment re- 
pairs. These industries are served by 
the old traveling erane which became 
inadequate for handling modern heavy 
locomotives. Six pits have been re- 
served in the old shops for repairing 
switch engines and lighter type lo- 
comotives. 

The addition of modern, standard 
machinery, the re-adjustment of the 
new machine units, permitting the 
effective handling of locomotive parts 
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Baby's Cry Holds Fast 
Limited Train 


B EFORE the Argonaut had come to a 

full stop at Tucson the motning of 
August 9, Chief Clerk Dick Smith met Din- 
ing Car Steward A. J. Cohen hurrying 
along the platform. 

“There's a sick baby aboard,” said 
Cohen, “and I've simply got to have some 
goat's milk. The mother is just about 
frantic.” 

Smith rushed to a telephone and called 
all the restaurants and markets in the city, 
but there was no goat’s milk to be had. 
Then he remembered that General Fore- 
man Phillip T. Garigan had some goats. 

“Sure, Ican fix you up,” Garigan replied 
over the phone to Smith. “I'll send word 
tomy wife and she'll be down to the station 
right away.” 

Arrangements were made to hold the 
limited train, but through some misunder- 
standing the train left before Mrs. 
Garigan arrived with the milk. 

But Smith was not to let that stop him 
from getting the milk to the little child. 
He telephoned the dispatcher at El Paso. 
The Argonaut was ordered held at Mescal. 
In the meantime the Golden State Limited 
pulled into Tucson following a few minutes 
behind the Argonaut. The bottle of goat's 
milk was given to some one on No. 4 and 
as the limited met the Argonaut waiting 
on the siding at Mescal, the milk was 
passed over to Steward Cohen. 

The Argonaut arrived at Benson on 
time. The baby’s cry was hushed; the 
mother was happy; and again the soul of 
a great corporation spoke through the 
thoughtful actions of a group of railroad 
men. 


in course of repair or manufacture, 
new appliances for handling flues and 
super-heater units, changes in loeca- 
tion of wheel and truck work, elimi- 
nation of all delays where cranes are 
needed, increased space and ma- 
terially improved working conditions, 
all promote the carrying on of the 
various shop operations to better ad- 
vantage and have brought about sub- 
stantial reduction in costs, and in 
time of work, with consequent in- 
creased production. 

Excellent lighting, both natural and 
artificial, prevails throughout the big 
erecting and machine shop. About 
40,000 square feet, or almost an acre, 
of window glass surround the walls 
and ceiling, All wall sash ventilators 
are regulated by hand wheels and the 
two ventilator rows in the roof moni- 
tor, each 400 feet long and 70 feet 
above floor, are operated by electric 
motor. The touch of a button will 
open and close these ventilators. 
Newly built-in mezzanine floors on 
both sides of the shop give additional 
conveniences for the shopmen and 
ample space for lockers, toilets and 
washing fountains. Drinking foun- 
tains and toilets are also located con- 
veniently on the main floor. 

During 1926 a total of 3821 loco- 
motives passed through the erecting 
and machine shops, receiving the fol- 
lowing classes of repairs: 116 gen- 
eral, 107 heavy, 274 light and 33824 
running. 

The functions of the Los Angeles 
shops are essentially the maintenance 
of equipment—repairing of locomo- 
tives, passenger, freight and roadw: 
cars, and repairing of various classes 
of tools. Aside from the manufacture 
of all tinware used on Pacific lines, a 
considerable amount of railroad sup- 
plies are manufactured in the forge 
and boiler shops and among the other 
industries. Silverware on the dining 
cars under repairs is replated during 
the layover at the shops. 


Busy Car Shops 

During 1926 the Car Department 
handied a total of 8951 freight cars, 
389 passenger cars, and 181 roadway 
and miscellaneous car repairs. Thirty- 
seven passenger cars and 750 freight 
cars were rebuilt during the year. 
Construction of 150 bect car racks 
has just been completed. Through a 
well-organized system of standardized 
piece work, ten of these car racks 
were built each day. The steel car 
shop is equipped with a 20-ton travel- 
ing crane. Also in connection with 
the Car Department there is a black- 
smith shop with five forges, hand-car 
shop and wheel car shop. 

The reinforcement of oil tank cars 
is one of the important jobs now 
being done at Los Angeles shops. 
Head blocks on the oil cars are being 
eliminated. A %-inch belly sheet is 
being replaced by a %4-inch sheet. 
Tank anchors are attached to the 
heavier belly sheet and to the center 
sills of the car. 

Installation of natural gas for all 
heating purposes is the most recent ex- 
tensive innovation in operating prac- 
tices. The fact that natural gas is in- 
expensive at Los Angeles makes its 
substitution for oil a substantial sav- 
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ing in operation. A total of 29,151,000 
cubic feet of gas was consumed dur- 
ing June. In the power plant alone 
there was a saving of $1,591.60 made 
during June through the use of gas. 
Cost of oil used in the power plant 
during June of last year was $5,697.41 
for 3600 boiler-hours. This year the 
egst of gas was $3,876.45 for 3460 
boiler-hours, or a saving of 46 cents 
per boiler-hour, 

Largest saving through the use of 
gas will come from the fact that there 
are 21 per cent more heat units per 
dollar in the use of gas over oil. It 
will not be necessary to use atomiz- 
ing steam which previously consumed 
2% per cent of the oil burned in the 
boilers, 

Gas In Forges 

Gas is now being used for all heat- 
ing purposes on six boilers of the 
power plant, large forges where loco- 
motive main and side rods are han- 
dled, and on other smali forges in 
the blacksmith shop, also on flange 
fires in boiler shop, all rivet forges, 
etc., about the shops. Locomotives in 
the roundhouse will soon be fired by 
gas, a practice probably unique with 
any other railroad. This will cause 
another saving in fuel and steam. 

Artificial gas has been manufac- 
tured at the shops for more than 
twenty years, and this gas has been 
used exclusively heretofore in the cop- 
per and tin shops. There will be con- 
siderable saving made in diseontinu- 
ing the use of compressed air form- 
erly used in generating this hydro- 
carbon gas. The use of gas is also a 
step in the advancement of safety, 
eliminating fire hazard in the tin and 
copper shops due to the previous use 
of artificial gas. The present oil 
piping will not be displaced, but will 
be held for any emergency which 
might prevent the use of gas. 

Reclamation work is an important 
function of the shops and, at the 
large reclamation plant, many thou- 
sands of dollars are saved each year 
through returning to usefulness vari- 
ous classes of track and mainte- 
nance of way tools, switch stands, 
frogs, wrenches, hammers, air brake 
angle cocks, bolts, nuts, and all sizes 
of valves, and various other railroad 
supplies. 

First Oi! Burner 

It was at the Los Angeles shops 
that the first experiments were made 
by the Company in the use of oil for 
locomotive fuel in the place of coal. 
Locomotive 1344 was the locomotive 
equipped with the first crude oil- 
burning appliances, and Jesse C. 
Martin, retired engineer, took the lo- 
comotive out of Los Angeles on_its 
maiden trip to Santa Barbara in May, 
1895. . 

Employes at the shops have been 
in the fore rank of safety work on 
Pacific Lines and, with the exception 
of 1925, have won the safety banner 
every year since 1922 in competition 
with Sacramento, and lately the Hi 
Paso shops. 

Operations at the Los Angeles 
shops are closely coordinated with 
those of the District Stores, and, at 
times, the work of one overlaps the 
other. A Ford tractor equipped with

S an additional service performed 
for employes by. the Southern 
Pacific Hospital Department, it is in- 
tended to soon inaugurate a plan so 
that an- impersonal question . and 
answer correspondence may be car- 
tied on direct with the Hospital De- 
partment for the benefit of dependent 
members of employes’ families. In 
this manner employes will be given 
proper medical and surgical advice 
for members of their families simply 
by writing. to the Hospital Depart- 
ment at San Francisco, Details of the 
plan will appear in the Bulletin, 

This announcement was made re- 
cently by Dr. Walter B. Coffey, chief 
surgeon for Southern Pacific, in an 
address made before members of the 
hospital staff, at which time he out- 
lined the policy and ideals he was 
anxious to have the hospital represent 
to employes. . 

“Such an institution as our hospital, 
devoted to the care of the sick,” he 
said, “must be conducted by men who 
put the institution and the sick em- 
ployes before every other considera- 
tion.

“Dixie” Will Be Queen 
of Southern Pacific 
Steamship Fleet 


HE “DIXIE,” latest addition to 

the fleet of the Southern Pacific 
Steamship Lines (Morgan Line), was 
launched July 29 at the yards of the 
Federal Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company, Kearny, New Jersey. Mrs. 
Lewis J. Spence, wife of the executive 
officer of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, acted as sponsor. 

The “Dixie” is to be an oil-burning 
passenger and freight carrier and was 
designed for Atlantic coastwise serv- 
ice between New York and New Or- 
leans by A. S. Hebble, superintending 
engineer of ‘the Southern Pacific 
Steamship Lines, who has been in 
immediate charge of its construction 
under the active direction of Mr. 
Spence, who, with the advice of a dis- 
tinguished naval architect and a pro- 
fessional interior decorator, person- 
ally supervised the plans of construc- 
tion and arrangement and the deco- 
ration and furnishing of the vessel. 

“ When completed, the “Dixie” will 
be of the most modern and up-to-date 
type for Atlantic coastwise service 
and will be capable of making 16 
knots:per hour.

EMPLOYE IS THE KEYSTONE IN 
SATISFYING PATRONS 


The importance of courtesy and 
careful attention to the _ business 
being handled, is stressed in a_cir- 
cular recently issued by Agent C. L. 
Herbst to employes at the Los An- 
geles freight stations. He states, in 
part, as follows: 

“The individual patron judges a 
railroad by the treatment he receives 
from the representatives with whom 
he comes in contact. The railroad 
employe, whether trucker, clerk, fore- 
man or agent, is the point of contact. 
between the railroad and the patrons. 
Therein lies the keynote of public re- 
lations. The patron draws no line of 
demarcation between the trucker, 
clerk, foreman or agent who handles 
his business and the actual manage- 
ment of the road, in some distant 
office. This station has gained im- 
mense prestige through employes 
with whom it is a pleasure to transact 
business.” 
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Analyzing Loss and Damage Claim Account 


freight claims amount to for a 
given period does not help any 
in preventing further claim losses. 

To do that we must know what the 
causes are. Claims are divided by 
cause when they are charged to op- 
erating Account 418, and the Amer- 
ican Railway Association classifica- 
tion of causes is used. 

A total of $548,354, or 48% of the 
total claim bill, was charged to “Un- 
located Damage” during the year 
1926. One reason for the high pro- 
portion of charges to “Unlocated 
Damage” is that a large percentage 
of our traffic is interline and, as 
claims for breakage of containers 
and contents constitute the major 
proportion of claims paid, many of 
such claims are charged to “Unio- 
cated Damage” although - strictly 
speaking the responsibility or time 
and place at which rough handling 
occurred only is “Unlocated” as the 
condition of the shipment at desti- 
nation makes it evident that rough 
handling has occurred and in case of 
local shipments the charge would be 
made to “Rough Handling” because 
in that event we would know that 
rough handling did occur on our lines. 

Find the Cause 

The difficulty in determining when 
and where rough handling of inter- 
line shipments occurs is no doubt re- 
sponsible to a large extent for the 
failure te make the same headway 
in reducing claims for broken pack- 
ages that has been made in prevent- 
ing other causes for claims. There 
are two angles to the broken pack- 
age item, which is represented in our 
claim accounts by the “Rough Hand- 
ling” and “Unlocated Damage’ coi- 
umns, They are—packing and load-

ing on one hand and handling of cars, 
trains and unloading on the other. 

In the first instance, if we expect 
to make headway, the employe check- 
ing the freight at time of unloading 
or inspecting damaged package after- 
ward, must remember that his are 
the eyes of the Company and, if he 
does not keep them open looking for 
the cause for the damage (if there 
is damage there is a cause) and set 
down in support of his report what 
his eyes saw, the report will not 
serve any purpose except as a claim 
file support and we will not profit 
from our experience. 


How Did It Happen? 

An employe inspecting damaged 
freight should remember that he should 
see not only how extensively the freight 
is damaged, but, if he can, the cause 
for the damage. He must remember 
that any preventive action taken must 
be based on his report and that 
the employe in the office to which 
the report is sent dees not see the 
freight and is almost absolutely de- 
pendent on what the inspector’s eyes 
see as indicated in his report. For 
example, many reports are received 
showing “bracing broken down” with 
no explanation as to how the brac- 
ing was applied. It might be that 
the material used was sufficient but 
improperly fastened to the car, or 
it might be that the material was 
too frail, or may be it was both sub- 
stantial and well applied and was 
broken by rough handling of the car. 
Unless an explanation showing the 
facts is made, the report cannot be 
used correctively. 


MN 
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The second and more important 
phase of the troken package item is 
rough handling. We-now have rujes 
sufficient to prevent rough handling 
if rough handling could be prevented 
by ‘rules, and additional rules ‘are 
not likely to bring about the im- 
provement desired. The question 
seems to be one of education. Em- 
ployes must first understand that, 
when inquiries are made and inves- 
tigations conducted, the prime pur- 
pose is to determine the facts that 
we may plan to avoid a repetition 
of those things which cause damage 
to freight. The old habit of answer- 
ing “no rough handling” to any and 
all inquiries having to do with re- 
ports of broken packages will have 
to be passed to the discard. 


No Rough Handling 


Trainmen, enginemen, yardmen and 
all employes having to do with the 
handling of freight, cars or trains 
should be constantly and fully in- 
formed of the results of violent han- 
dling until it becomes a habit to 
think of the purpose of their busi- 
ness —- which is to transport and 
deliver freight promptly and in good 
order—every time they pass a signal, 
make a coupling or start or stop a 
train or cut off cars, 

Briefly, the shortest cut to the 
elimination of rough handling seems 
to be by creating a friendly interest 
of the employes who handle the 
freight.

FTER the day for the ceremony 
A of laying the last rail and driv- 
ing the last spike had been 
changed twice, owing to the delayed 
arrival of Union Pacific officials, May 
10, 1869, was decided upon. 

The records vary as to how many 
people witnessed the ceremony. The 
Chicago Tribune, whose correspondent 
was on the spot, speaks of the atten- 
dance as a “multitude.” Other papers 
spoke of thousands as being there. 

Sidney Dillon, director and. later 
president of the Union Pacific, who 
wrote an account of the ceremony, 
gives the number as between 500 and 
600. This was probably nearer the 
mark than any of the others, because 
the place was remote from centers of 
‘population and, outside the officials of 

oth companies and “their friends, 
these present included only the 
workers, who were few, because as 
soon as the big rush had been com- 
pleted the men were transferred to 
other points; and a few soldiers. 

A Way to China . 

According to Dillon, even on the 
completion of the railroad, its true 
significance was appreciated only by 
a limited number. After comparing 
the opening of the Pacific Railroad in 
importance and in its relations to the 
spread of population, development 
and advance of civilization, with the 
landing of the Pilgrims and the 
famous voyage of Columbus, he said: 
“The 500 or 600 men who saw the 
connection made at Promontory were 
strongly impressed with the convie- 
tion that the event was of historic 
importance, but, as I remember it 
now, we connected it rather with the 
‘notion of transcontinental communi- 
cation and trade with China and 
Japan than with internal develop- 
ment, or what railroad men eall local 
traffic, 

“We were» somewhat visionary, no 
doubt, ‘but none of us dreamed that 
the future of the Pacific roads de- 
‘pended. more on ‘the business that 
would grow ‘out of peopling the 
deserts. it traversed. than .on ‘the 
through traffic.” 

The Associates ‘long before the Cen- 
stral.

which on the Central Pacific had 
helped materially in its construction. 

Arrangements for the ceremony at- 
tending the driving of. the last spike 
were made at very short notice, This 
was done principally through the co- 
operation of the telegraph companies, 
all of whose principal offices in the 
country were informed a few hours 
before the ceremony that, as soon as 
the preliminaries were completed, a 
telegraphic signal would be given, 
which would inform every. office in 
connection with Promontory that the 
last spike had been driven. This was 
done by attaching one end of the tele- 
graph cirevit to the spike and the 
other to the sledge, so that the blows 
of the sledge closed the circuit and 
gave the signal. 

Let us look at the picture as Mr. 
Dillon saw it: “It was not a large 
crowd. In brass bands, fire-works, 
procession and oratory, the demon- 
stration when ground was broken at 
Omaha less than five years before, 
was much more imposing. A small 
excursion party, headed by Governor 
Stanford, had come from San Fran- 
cisco; while on our side, besides our 
own men, there were only two or 
three persons present, among whom 
was Rev. Dr. Todd of Pittsfield. Not 
more than 500 or 600 all told com- 
prised the whole gathering, nearly all 
of whom were officials of the two 
companies, contractors, surveyors and 
employes. 

Ready for Ceremony 

“The point of junction was in a 
level circular valley about three miles 
in diameter surrounded by mountains, 
During all the morning hours the 
hurry and bustle of preparation went 
on. Two lengths of rails lay on the 
ground near the opening in the road- 
bed. At a little before eleven the 
Chinese laborers began leveling up 
the road-bed preparatory to placing 
the ‘last ties in position, About a 
quarter after eleven the train from 
San Francisco with Governor Stan- 
ford and his party arrived and was 
greeted with cheers. In the en- 
thusiasm of the occasion there were 
cheers for everybody from the presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific to the day 
laborers on the road. The two en- 
gines moved nearer each. other and 
the crowd. gathered around the open 
spaces. .Then all fell back a little so 


‘that the view should ‘be unobstructed. 


“Brief remarks were made by 
Governor Stanford on one side and 
General Dodge on the other. It was 
now about twelve o’clock noon, local 
time, or about two P. M. in New 
York. The two superintendents of 
construction, J. H. Strobridge of the 
Central Pacific and 8. B. Reed of the 
Union Pacific, placed the last tie un- 
der the rails. It was of California 
laurel, highly polished with a silver 
plate in the center bearing the follow- 
ing inscription: ‘The last tie laid on 
the completion of the Pacifie Rail- 
road, May 10, 1869,’ with the names 
of the officers and directors of both 
companies. 

Driving the Spike 

“Everything being then in readi- 
ness, the word was given and ‘Hats 
off’ went clicking over the wire to 
the waiting crowds at New York, 
Philadelphia, San Francisco and all 
principal cities. Prayer was offered 
by Dr. Todd, at the conclusion of 
which our operator tapped out: ‘We 
have got done praying. The spike is 
about to be presented,’ to which the 
response came back: ‘We under- 
stand. All ready in the Bast.’ The 
gentlemen who had been commis- 
sioned to present the four spikes, two 
of gold and two of silver, from Mon- 
tana, Idaho, California and Nevada, 
stepped forward and, with brief ap- 
propriate remarks, discharged the 
duty assigned them. 

“Governor Stanford, standing on 
the north, and Dr. Durant on the 
south side of the track, received the 
spikes and put them in place. 

“The operator tapped out ‘All ready 
now. The spike will soon be driven. 
The signal will be three dots for the 
commencement of the blows.’ 

“An instant later the silver ham- 
mers came down and, at each stroke, 
in all the offices from San Francisco 
to New York and throughout the 
land, the hammer of the magnet 
struck the bell. 

“The signal ‘Done’ was received at 
Washington at 2:47 P. M., which was 
about a quarter of one at Promon- 
tory. There was not much formality 
in the demonstration that followed, 
but the enthusiasm was genuine and 
unmistakable. The two engines moved 
up until they touched each other and 
a hottle of champagne was poured on 
the last rail after the manner of 
christening a ship at'a launching.” 
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From other sources we learn that it 
was Union Pacific Engine No. 119 
and “Jupiter,” Central Pacific, No. 
60 (engineer, George Booth; fireman, 
Richard Murphy} that touched noses 
on that historic occasion, and that 
both engines were dressed with flags 
and evergreens for the occasion and 
loaded from tender to smoke-stack 
with cheering workers. Superinten- 
ilent Vandenburgh was in charge of 
the telegraphic arrangements, with 
Amos L. Bowsher, Southern Pacific 
pensioner, then foreman of  tele- 
graphic construction-—who still foves 
to tell about that wonderful day on 
the desert--standing by at the top of 
a pole to see that the wires behaved. 


Spike From Arizona 

General Safford, on behalf of the 
territory of Arizona, presented for 
the oceasion a spike composed of iron, 
gold and silver, saying: “Ribbed with 
iron, clad in silver and crowned with 
gold, Arizona presents her offering to 
the enterprise that has opened every 
continent and dedicated a new path- 
way to commerce.” 

Dr. Harkness, on behalf of the 
state of California, presented to Gov- 
ernor Stanford a gold spike. It was 
Mr. Tuttle from Nevada who pre- 
sented a silver spike, with the words: 
“To the iron of the East and gold of 
the West, Nevada adds her link of 
silver to span the continent and wed 
the oceans.” 

The record shows that even then 
ceremonies had to take orders from 
photographers. General Casement of 
the Union Pacific, just before the last 
blow was struck, requested the crowd 
to fall back so that a photographer 
could take a picture of the scene. 

Immediately after the ceremony a 
telegram was sent to President Grant 
and a copy to the Associated Press 
worded thus: “The last rail is laid; 
the last spike driven. The Pacific 
Railroad is completed. The point of 
junction is 1086 miles west of the 
Missouri River and 690 miles east of 
Sacramento City.” 

Nation Celebrates 

In Washington, Manager Tinker of 
the telegraph company had fixed a 
magnetic bell in a conspicuous place 
and had invited the business cummu- 
nity to be present and hear it tap as 
the last spike was driven on the rail- 
road. Similar bells were installed at 
New Orleans, New York, Boston and 
Omaha. The tapping of the hammer 
on the last spike fired a gun at Fort 
Point, San Francisco. In Chicago the 
announcement of the completion of 
the railroad was followed by an im- 
promptu parade through the streets. 
A feature of this procession was an 
array of mail wagons with postoffice 
employes and several tons of mail 
matter in bags labeled and marked as 
if bound for some of the large cities 
on both sides of the Pacific Ocean, 
Some of these markings were: “Vie- 
toria, Australia; Washington; Oregon; 
Yeddo, Japan; Peking, China; Golden 
City, Colorado; Denver, Colorado; 
Hongkong, China, via Chicago; Yoko- 
hama, Japan.” 

When the announcement of the 
completion of the road reached New 
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Know Their Fuel

O Engineers W. E. “Bill” Stoer- 

mer, of Los Angeles Division, and 
Charlie E. Grass, of Stockton Divi- 
sion, goes the distinction of having a 
diamond placed along with the solid 
row of gold stars in their cap badges, 
in recognition of having won the 
quarterly award for excellent work in 
fuel saving on their divisions for the 
thirteenth time. 

The first time an engineman is 
among the leading fuel savers on his 
division for a quarterly period, he is 
given a gold cap badge. Then each 
time he leads after that a star is 
added to the cap badge. There is only 
space for eleven stars on the badge, 
so, for the next award, a diamond re- 
places the center star. Blue stars 
will be used for succeeding awards. 

Stoermer and Grass, together with 
J. R. Falvey, Western Division en- 
gineer, who has already been awarded 
his diamond, have been the most con- 
sistent leaders in fuel conservation 
work on Pacific Lines. Grass first 
won his badge for the 4th quarter of 
1921, and Stoermer won his cap badge 
for the 2nd quarter in 1922, Both 
engineers have taken the prize trip 
four times to the annual convention 
of the International Railway Fuel 
Association. 

On his return from the convention 
this year, Stoermer gave the boys at 
the division fuel committee meeting 
some friendly advice and invited 
them to “knock him over” as leading 
fuel savers of the division, He 
gave warning, though, that he was 
going to lead them a heavy pace, and, 
judging from the second quarter, he 
intends to keep his word. 


York the mayor ordered a salute of 
100 guns and he himself sent to the 
mayor of San Francisco this message: 
“Our flags are now flying; our cannon 
are now booming, and in’ old Trinity 
a Te Deum imparts thankful har- 
monies to the busy hum about. her 
church walls.” 

The Chambers of Commerce of the 
two cities also exchanged congratu- 
lations and, in the flowery language 
of the day, recognized the new high- 
way as an agent that.would not 


only “Develop the resources, extend 
the commerce, increase the power,:ex- 
alt.-the dignity .and perpetuate . the 
unity of our ‘republic, but, in- its 
broader relations as the segment of 
a world-embracing circle directly con- 
necting the nations of Europe with 
those of Asia, would materially facili- 
tate the enlightened and advancing 
civilization of our age.” 


Church Bells Ring 

Trinity Church in New York was 
thrown open and a_ special service 
eonducted in honor of the completion 
of the railroad. The Philadelphia 
celebration took the form of bell ring- 
ing, improvised so suddenly that it 
was mistaken for a general alarm of 
fire and for a time the greatest panic 
prevailed. 

Omaha also took its part in the 
celebration, and, in speeches and tele- 
graphic messages, announced to the 
world that Omaha and Sacramento 
were forever united by iron bands 
and that now had been opened a high- 
way “from the gates of the East to 
the realms of the sunset itself.” 

A sermon preached in the Congre- 
gational Church of Sacramento on 
May 9, 1869, by the Rev. I. E. Dwinnell, 
D.D., “On the completion of the over- 
land railway” furnishes a picture of 
the popular attitude toward the rail- 
road at that time. 

Dwinnell took as his texts Isaiah, 
40th Chapter, verses 3 to 5, and 
Nahum, 2nd Chapter, verses 3 and 4. 

“It is fit,” he said, “on the comple- 
tion of the great transcontinental line 
of railroad, to bring the subject into 
the house of God, lift it up into the 
light of its relations to the kingdom 
of God and make it a topic of devout 
acknowledgment and thanksgiving. 

“Tt is one of the gifts of Providence 
to this side of the continent and the 
boon falls especially into the lap of 
California. Sacramento brooded over 
the enterprise and gave it life, and 
it comes back with its blessings first 
to her. And to the leading spirits by 
whose reach of brainwork, diplomacy, 
financial skill, varied and wide and re- 
mote combinations, and, above all, by 
whose sleepless, fiery energy the 
work of the Central Pacific road has 
been done. All have been our friends 
and neighbors and most of them have 
chanced to be connected with this 
congregation.” 

Praise Sacramento 

He spoke of Sacramento as a small 
city reduced by fire and floods to a 
population of not more than 12,000. 
“She,” he said, “furnished the men 
who led off on this dizzy idea in prac- 
tical ways and the continent followed.” 

He then pave a chronological record 
of the construction; described the 
railroad builders as “striding across 
the plains, struggling through val- 
leys, pushing hills right and left, 
laying hands of iron.on the icy manes 
of mountains and springing - over; 
grinding obstructions of rock and 
earth to powder and tossing them in 
the air; accompanied by a noisy: re- 
‘tinue of tongues and brogues and .a 
wild commotion of nature, and ‘gain- 
ing at last such momentum that ‘they 
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shot 200 miles past each other before 
stopping.” 

“The railroad,” he said,“ has pierced 
mountains and spanned. rivers. to 
unite oceans that nature had elbowed 
apart and held apart by a series 
of rocky wedges.” 

He told how the builders had met 
and silenced all objections, some of 
which he enumerated. “They were 
told,” he said, “that no engine could 
climb the bold front of the Sierra 
Nevadas. 

“The track has been laid and long 
trains glide to the summit. 

“They were told that mountain 
ridges of granite or porphyry would 
block their way. 

“High explosives blew holes through 
them. 

“They were warned that the snow 
falls from 15 to 20 feet deep for 
scores of miles would stov their road. 

“The track is covered with sheds 
and the snowplow does the rest. 

“They were told that land slides 
would carry away their railroad. 

“Engineering and masonry render 
them harmless. 

“They were advised that men could 
never work on the alkali flats and 
deserts where there is no water. 

“Cars were converted to a movable 
aqueduct and sent to the end of the 
track and the water carted thence to 
the front at an expense that equaled 
half the cost of the grading. 

“And the fundamental question of 
finance, which frightened most of the 
capitalists of the state, was accepted 
by a few bold men of special previous 
training in moral courage who had 
faith in their ability to build the road 
on the means made available with a 
margin and who went forward, aban- 
doned by others, alone and in their 
own name and built it and have not 
lacked the means nor the margin, 
and they have earned and deserved 
their reward.” 

Rev. Dwinnell concluded his sermon 
by advising the management to rest 
from their labors on the Sabbath and 
“entrust no engine, no car, no brake, 
no switch, no depot, no construction 
of trains, no signaling, no grading or 
repairing of track, to a man whose 
brain is not always cool and his judg- 
ment clear and steady by freedom 
from strong drink.”

The railroad will construct 
88,000 feet of yard tracks at an esti- 
mated expenditure of $300,000. It will 
provide drill, repair and caboose 
tracks, icing facilities for perishables, 
water supply and yard buildings. 

Over 26,000 feet of additional track 
will be constructed at Watsonville 
Junction at a cost of about $140,000. 
The new track will give an additional 
capacity of 800 cars in that yard and 
will facilitate better handling of 
freight and_ perishable movements 
through the Watsonville Terminal. 

An expenditure of $78,000 will be 
made at Stockton, where 18,000 feet 
of new track will be laid to provide 
better facilities for switching fruit 
trains, In the same territory the 
company will construct 8200 feet of 
new main track north from El Pinal. 
This track will involve the construc- 
tion of a 800-foot steel truss bridge 
over the Calaveras River at an esti- 
mated cost of $115,000. 

At Walnut Grove the company will 
expend approximately $66,000 for ad- 
ditional track, driveways and scales 
for auto-truck and other facilities in 
order to take care of the increased 
fruit business at this point. 

At Reedley and Sanger, and points 
south of Fresno, the company has 
under construction drill tracks aggre- 
gating 12,500 feet and costing 
$61,000. This improvement will per- 
mit better handling of fruit originat- 
ing in this productive region. 

Four miles of track will be con- 
structed at Rupert, just south of 
Marysville. It will lead to various 
orchards consisting of several thou- 
sand acres and will cost apprexi- 
mately $125,000. Modesto will bene- 
fit by the construction of new drill 
and side tracks at a cost of $40,000. 
Additional units of track varying 
from 780 feet to 1625 feet will also 
be constructed at Tudor, Wilson and 
Manteca.

Aggregate Relief Work of Railroads During the 
Mississippi Floods 


ELIEVING that it would be of public interest, 

the Committee on Public Relations of the 
Eastern Railroads has secured from eight railroad 
companies involved in the Mississippi flood areas a 
statement of their free relief services. 

These railroads are: Southern Pacific, Missouri Paci- 
fic, Illinois Central, St. Louis-San Francisco, Texas 
and Pacific, St. Louis Southwestern, Kansas City 
Southern, and Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific. 

From the beginning of the floods up to June 15, 
1927, these eight railroads: 

Operated 304 special relief trains. 

Brought out 104,788 refugees. 

Saved 2,479 carloads of household goods and live 
stock. 

Furnished 4,794 cars for temporary living quarters. 

Transported 504 carloads of food and supplies. 

The above services are in addition to the labor 
of thousands of their own maintenance employes; 
the transportation of tens of thousands of laborers 
from plantations to levee protection: and the trans- 
portation of many thousands of carloads: of sand, 
rock and lumber used in protecting levees. 

All of these services were without charge. The 
railroads in question do not attempt’ to place a 
money value upon these services. The-relief author- 
ities, however, have estimated that value at not less 
than five million dollars;
